Tho Jury 
would be able to jadge from the statement 
of the boys themselves how far by fraud 
and how much against their will he brought 
them down with him from Oanton, The 
Pol-ca discovered this ; the boys were res- 
cued, and these two people wore apprehend- 
ed. The first charge was agaiast the first 
prisoner of bringing one boy Leung Ahivu, 
the second charge against the prisoner for 
bringing into this Colony another boy, one 
Cheung «yan; the third and fourth counte 
in the indictment were for detaining these 
two boys; these counts were against both pri- 
soners. It would no doubt come out what 
the phrase ‘ta rich man’s son” moant,-—that 
it meant virtually to be sold as servanta to 
rich men, and he had no doubt they would 
be satisfied that the two prisonors wore 
guilty of the charges laid against thom. 

The first boy out of whose alleged kidnap- 
ping the cnse arose then gave a very plain 
story of the way in which the two prisoners 
bad been concerned in his boing illegally 
brought here. He was an intelligent iad 
of 16, aud it wad Hé:who had been a beggar 
on tho stroets, | His evidence was only 
recently given in ‘tho roport of the Polico 
Court proceedings. The first prisoner had 
no questions to ask, the second volunteering 
the statement that she was not acquainted 
with the boy. : 

The second boy, a mere mite of a child 
apparently not yet into his teens, was next 
examioed. The same remarks apply to his 
evidence.as to that of the previous witness. 
His statements entirely corroborated the 
statemenis df the Attorney General in his 
openiog remarks. The boy described bim- 
self as having earned Lis living in Canton 
asa hawker of bean curds, He sald he was 
14 years of age. 

The formal evidence of tho police detail- 
ing how information was brought of these 
boys being confined in a room in the second 
prisonor’s houso, waa then given, The frat 
prisoser and another man jumped out of 
the window. First prisoner was afterwards 
caught. The second prisoner was there at 
tho time, 

Evidence was also given by ono Chu 
Apui who knew the second prisoner and 
her house ; she was, he said, the landlad: 
of the house ; the house ts a large o-.e, an 

eople aro going in and out at all times ; 
fe saw these two boys there; they wore 
crying bitterly and saying “If we are sold 
as sick mon’s sons bow will we over be able

The Chief Justice, in summing up the 
case, explaingd the four charges as they 
stood against the two prisoners, and asked 
the Jury to consider the probability or im- 
probability of the story as tuld them by the 
boys. Was thore any inherent improba- 
bility In it? Why, it seemed to bo a daily 
occurrence in China, decoging children 
away for the purposo of selling them, He 
followed the narrative down to the time, 
when thoy were found there eryiog, and 
asking, ‘lf we are to be sold to be some 
one’s children, when will we be able to get

sgalnat you on the third and fourth counts 
the sentence of the Court on each is that

Tang Arz, you have been convicted 
by five jurors that you did fraudulent- 
ly detain in thia Colony one Leung 
Ahon for the purpose of solling her, 
and also that you did for a like purpose 
detain Cheung Ayau in thia Colony, that 
ig for the purpose of selling her.

This is a 
house, he says, kept by various persons, 
and in and out of which various people 
were continually going, and these two 
children were sitting in the room crying, 
Here a Ohinamangan apparently respectable 
man, for once—no I will not say that. 
This is not the first caso of the kind, But 
this man Chu Apui gots to know that these 
boys are there f sr sale, as he saw thom cry- 
ing and enquiring,—‘If we are sold as 
somo rich men’s children when will we got 
home again.” Chu Apui for some reason 
or other, good or bad, gave information to 
the police, That tho public here, |] mean 
the Chinese poblio here, think that such 
traffic is wrong is evidenced by the fre- 
quency wih which these sales ars now 
being denounced, 

And now, Tang Anz, it is my business to 
sentence you for the crimes of whioh you 
have boon found guilty. I do..’t know that 
your sex should save you from dus punish- 
ment, but I will show you some leniency.

Instead of 
coming to be independent and coming to 
be free they came hero against their will to 
ba sold. He knew nothing of ‘the child 
which was sold that took away from it 
the character of a slave, In concluding 
his Lordship remarked that he could seo 
no circumstance “in the whole case that 
could suggest a single shadow of a shade 
of a doubt of the guilt of the two pri- 
soners under the various counts on which 
they were charged.

KANDAHAR DISASTER; POSITION 
IN AFGHANISTAN &o. 

The following telegrams are recelyed 
to-day by the English Mail :— 

Kurrachee, July 21.—The Head-Quar- 
ters of the 4th Rifles arrived at Kandahar 
on the 13th. Three companies of the 8th 
were taken safely across the break in the 
railway near Mittri, and have arrived at 
Sibi The head quarter wing of the 2ad 
Battalion 11th Regiment, leaves Kurrachee 
for Navi Bauk near the foot’ of the Bolan. 
A battery will also follow from Hydradad 
under the command of.Major Dewar. Tho 
resarve Division is ordered to the front 
with transport.. The breaks caused by the 
floods on the Kandahar line are nearly 
repaired, The heat at Sibi is intense, 

Allahabad, July 23.—Muhomed Jan’s 
party having given thetr~ influence in 

bdul Rebman’s fayour, the Sirdar now 
boasts ofa party strong enough to place 
him securely upon the throne. Communi- 
cations with Yakub’s party will be broken 
off. We have now finally acknowledged 
Abdul Rahman as the only legitimate ruler 
in Afghsnistac, Such malcontents as re- 
main in arma will be rebels against Abdal 
Rahman, and thelr actlons will no* concern 
us except 60 far an the actual safety of opr

It in reported from. Kandabar that the 
main body of Ayub's ‘troops. have crossed, 
the Helmund and. were at: Haldsrabad on 
the east’ bank: on the 23cd,.. Parties of bis 
cavalry ore foraging about the country near 
our camp, 400 horsemen were mot on the 
22ad by our . cavi reconnalsance, and 
forced .to retreat.

Madras, July 30.—Lord Gartington's 
atinourcement of the annibilation of Bur- 
tows’ Brigade is not borne ont. To the 
date Sir R. Sandeman reports that General 
Primrose up to eleven in the forenoon 
Wednesday, did not know the extent of the 
Aofext, His last message said, the disaster 
waa not so great aa believed, though very 
severe, The enemy was strong In guns, bat 
only pursued for three or four miles, Two 
of our guna are taken, the rest were expect- 
edin. Parties of General Burrows’ force 
have arrived safely at Kandahar, among 
them several officers, The cantonments have 
been \acated and the citadel occupied. Re- 
inforcements were on the road botween 
Quetta and Csndohar and are advancing 
rapid y. Troops will be concsntrated im- 
mediatoly at Pishin for a spoedy advance. 
Two fresh regiments will havo alroady 
reached Kandahar. Two atrong bricades 
will be aout up from India, Khelat-i-Gilzsi 
affording all ass'stance. 

Kabul, July 31.—A private interview 
with the Ameer took place five miles from 
Kabul, 

Simla, Aug. 1,—Tho latest report from 
Quetta {a that Genoral Burrows has brought 
his force into Kandahar. 

Madras, August 1.—Thore is no direct 
news yot from the Kandahar army, but 
from native sources Burrows’ dofeat is de- 
scribed as not crushing. Tho British Oa- 
valry aud guns were induced to follow the 
enemy's cavalry and were thua led into ao 
ambuacade, Ayub’s army then attacked, 
and our troops suffered severely, the battle 
resulting in our retirement on Kandahar, 
but Ayub’s army also suffered much. 

Kabul, August 2.—Sir Vonald Stewart, 
General Roberta and Mr Lepel Griflio have 
returned to Shepar to-day. The Ameer 
for tho present remains with his troops. 
Yusuf Khan assumes the Governorahip of 
Kabul forthe Ameer, Tho Puna-Khojak 
pass is to be ocoupied, and mos. active pre- 
parations are bving made. 

Bombay, August 18,—Kandabar is well 
supplied with provisions and ammunition.
